Ifthe resolutions which are to be moved at the next meeting 
of the Legislative Council by the Hon. Mr. Pollock are indicative of 
a fresh outburst of activity by the Constitutional Reform Associa- 
tion, of which he is the President, the community will appreciate 
the circumstance. For all too long a period, the body named has 
remained quiescent. Quite wisely, and with the approval of all 
concerned, the Association decided not to press its claim for 
constitutional reform during the war, it being felt that the time was 
not opportune for raising an issue of that kind when there were far 
weightier matters engaging the attentioa of the Imperial authori- 

‘ties. But, as we have before pointed out, the Association's objects 
include, besides this, the civing of attention to matters of local 

* concern. It is in this field that ample oppurtunity has been affordei 
tor action, yet the Association has.been content to remain'silent. 
Is it possible that this is due to the fact that its President has for a: 
considerable time been occupying a somewhet anomaious position 
as an Official member of the Legislative Council? We have heard 
that suggested in more than one quarter, at any rate. F : 

’ But the past can take care of itself. We are more concerned 
about the present and the future, and we hail with much satisfaction 
the two resolutions of which Mr. Pollock: has given notice. They 
are characterised by a recognition of the need for action in regard 
to the housing-prollem,.and, what is more to the point, they ofr 
some very sane and practical suggestions. That the community 
here should find such intense difficulty in securing even the most 
ordinary housing accommodation, and that it should be necessary 
for the Admiralty to advise married officers of the:Fleet and naval 
establishments not bring their wives and families out becaus2 of 
this shortage, is no credit to the authorities, whose elementary duty 
,it is to sec that the first needs of the community are fully met. There 
shave been various schemes on the tapis for solving this problem, in- 
‘cluding the Government's own proposals, and. Mr. Pollock's 

_ suggestion is that all these should be referred to the Public Works 
Committee of the Legielative Council, with power to that Committee 
to make suggestions as-to the carrying out and.finanoing of such 
schemes and as to the improvement of the methods of communica- 
“tion with the outlying districts which are sought to be developed 
by such schemes. That would appear to be a most sensible way of 

' getting to business, for, besides preventing overlappinz of ideas, it 
should draw from the Government some.statoment of general policy 
both in regard to housing itself and to the question of providing 
either tram or motor-bus services for Kowloon and other outlying 
parts of the Colony where thera is ample stops for development but 
with which means of communication are at present very inadequat>.

This 
would make landlords careful in 
the selection of their tenants, 
and thus stem the tide af undesir- 
ables into this Colony.
